REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HOPEDALE: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided by the By-Laws of the 
Town of Hopedale, the Finance Committee has given careful considera- 
tion to all Articles in the Town Warrant that involve the expenditure 
of money, and presents in this report its recommendations on such 
Articles. During its consideration of the appropriation requests, the 
Committee obtained information from the consulted’ with various de- 
partments and officials of the Town. 


The appropriations for 1966 recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee amount to a total of $1,203,864 compared with $1,134,398 (in- 
cluding $9,500 at a Special Town Meeting) last year, an increase of 
$69,466. The largest increase are $40,300 in School Department ex- 
penses (mostly in salaries), $6,300 for a school bus and $15,000 for 
land purchases by the Conservation Commission. 


The Committee’s recommendations on amounts to be appropriated 
are indicated in the right-hand column of pages 4 through 8 of this 
report. Our special comments on certain of the articles to be voted 
upon, as well as on other matters follow. 


Article 3 is the principal appropriation article, covering the operating 
expenses of the town, and other regular and recurring items such as 
bond retirement and interest. While all of these items will be brought 
before the Town Meeting under this one Article, any of them may be 
discussed or acted upon separately. 


Under Article 11, the Committee is requesting an appropriation of 
$10,000 for the Reserve Fund, the same amount as last year. This is 
the only money available during the year, without calling a Special Town 
Meeting, for any extraordinary or unforeseen expenditures. During 1965, 
the Committee had to use all of the Reserve Fund for such expenditures 
in the following accounts: 


Park Department (Jeep truck) $ 2,800 
School Department 1,950 
Water Department 1,650

Under Articles 19 and 20 the Conservation Commission is request- 
ing appropriations totalling $15,000 for the purchase of two adjoining 
parcels of land in the south section of the Town. This would be the 
first step in the future development of this land into a recreational area. 
Although some members of the Finance Committee were not in favor, 
the majority voted to recommend these appropriations. 


The Committee recommends that under Article 23 the sum of 
$60,090 be transferred from available funds (or free cash) to apply 
against the tax rate for 1966. The amount of the town’s available 
funds at January 1, 1966 as certified by the State Director of Accounts 
was $103,066. Last year there was a balance of $94,395 of available 
funds of which $50,000 was used at the Annual Town Meeting and 
$9,500 at a Special Town Meeting. Available funds result from un- 
expended appropriations plus or minus the difference between actual and 
estimated amounts of other items used in fixing the tax rate. 


If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are followed, 
there will be total appropriations of $1,203,864, less transfers of 
$70,000 from free cash and other funds available, a net total of 
$1,133,864 to be used by the Assessors in fixing the tax rate. At the 
time this report went to the printer, the State Legislature had not en- 
acted a current tax bill, nor had the State furnished the Board of As- 
sessors with amounts they must use for certain County and State assess- 
ments and the Town’s share of State income and corporation taxes. 
These factors could affect our tax rate by several dollars, either up or 
down. 


On the basis of information obtained from the Assessors we esti- 
mate that the 1966 assessed valuation of the Town will be approxi- 
mately $23,000,000, compared with a valuation of $21,443,985 in 1965. 
It appears that the valuation increase, which is due mostly to the new 
foundry of Draper Corporation, will for this year allow the tax rate to 
remain unchanged at $34.00 (unless affected by the State and County 
factors mentioned previously ). 
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The following condensed summary shows how the 1965 tax rate 
was determined and our present estimate for 1966.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen has held 30 regular meetings and several 
executive meetings during 1966. The regular meetings have been open 
to the public and have been attended by members of the press and 
Clerk who have kept the townspeople informed on the business trans- 
acted. 


Several conferences have been held with the Town Report Com- 
mittee headed by Mr. Arthur C. Young. This committee has spent a 
great deal of time and thought in their investigation and revision of the 
Annual Town Report. They have made their recommendations to the 
Selectmen together with detailed suggestions on each section under tre- 
vision and have read and approved each page of the report before it 
went to press. The Board of Selectmen commends these gentlemen for 
a fine job and extends the thanks of the Town to them. 


Several resignations have been submitted during the year in various 
departments and appointments have been made to fill these vacancies. 


During the year 1966 the Board processed and issued a total of 
31 zoning permits. Licenses and permits were given out for a total of 
$55.00. $121.00 was turned over to the Selectmen by the Inspector of 
Wires, Albert J. Shimkus as income from wire permits. Residents are 
reminded that any electrical work must have the approval of the Wire 
Inspector as required by law.

The Board of Health has held numerous meetings during the year 
and much investigation and work has been done in various parts of the 
town on inadequacies in sewerage systems. Repairs have been ordered 
in many cases and, on the whole, cooperation from residents has been 
excellent. The income from sewerage permits issued has amounted to 
$41.00 to date. Milk permits were issued in the amount of $12.00. 


Several conferences were held with Plumbing and Gas Inspector 
Robert J. Rossetti to hear his reports in cases where there had been 
a possible violation of the plumbing laws. Income from plumbing and 
gas permits for 1966 was $432.00. 


On April 27, 1965 the Commonwealth of Massachusetts authorized 
a uniform state plumbing code established under Chapter 358 the Acts 
of 1965. 


Certificates of approval were issued to the three local nursing 
homes after being inspected and evaluated by the Board. These certifi- 
cates must be obtained before the State Department of Public Halth can 
issue licenses to these homes. 


The program for the bathing area testing for the Park Department 
was conducted again this summer under the direction of Sanitation 
Officer Robert P. Wood. Samples of water in the bathing area were 
collected every two weeks and delivered to the State Sanatorium at 
Rutland, Mass. the same day for analysis. Reports on the condition 
of the water were very gratifying and the bacteria count remained low 
throughout the swimming season, with an MPN no higher than 80 and 
going as low as 30 at times.

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TOWN CLERK REPORT 


The Town Clerk, in practically all instances, is the custodian of all 
official town records which have been compiled in his office. Records of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths, as well as all the votes taken at Town 
Meetings, are complete from the year 1886, when the Town was in- 
corporated and separated from the Town of Milford. In this office, the 
records of the Registrars of Voters are also maintained, as the Town 


Clerk is Clerk, ex-officio of that board. 


Many legal requirements at the time of a Town Meeting are dis- 
charged by the Town Clerk. All By-Laws and Amendments, voted by 
the meeting, must be submitted to the Attorney-General for his approval. 
Unless this is obtained, the By-Laws or Amendments do not become 
effective. If approval is received, then the By-Laws or Amendments 
must ‘be published three times, a week apart in the local newspaper, 
before they can become valid. 


Chattel mortgages, including those on automobiles and household 
goods, must also be recorded and discharged with the Town Clerk. 
Matriage intentions are filed and marriage licenses issued by this office. 
Other licenses issued include those for hunting and fishing, dog licenses, 
and annual renewal permits for storage of gasoline. 


The Town Clerk has many duties concerning elections, including the 
processing of nomination papers, the printing of the ballots for town 
elections, the supervision of elections and its workers, and the compila- 
tion of the total vote cast for each candidate

The Act imposes a temporary tax upon all retail sales of tangible 
personal property at the rate of three per cent of the selling price. 
Sales of certain items are exempted from the tax, including but not 
limited to sales of food products for human use, articles of clothing, 
prescription medicines, agricultural machinery and certain publications. 
The statute contains specific provisions relating to the registration of 
vendors, the filing of returns and the payment of the amounts collected 
by such vendors. Vendors may apply to the State Tax Commission for 
abatements of the amounts owed where they believe such amounts to

be excessive, and decisions of the Commission on such applications may 
be reviewed by the Appellate Tax Board. The Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation shall have the usual powers and remedies provided 
for tax collection for the collection of the taxes imposed by this section. 
The State Tax Commission shall issue regulations necessary for proper 
administration and enforcement of the section. 


The Act further imposes a temporaty excise upon the storage, use 
or other consumption in Massachusetts of tangible personal property at 
the rate of three per cent of the sales price of such property. Sales 
upon which the retail sales tax described above has been imposed, or 
which are exempt from the retail sales tax, shall be exempt from the use 
tax. Sales upon which a tax has been paid in another jurisdiction shall 
also be exempt. Assessment, abatement and collection of the use tax 
shall be governed by the provisions which relate to the tax upon retail 
sales. The tax upon retail sales and the exicse upon storage, use or 
other consumption shall be effective during the period from April 1, 
1966 to December 31, 1967. 


Each qualified taxpayer shall be entiled to a credit of four dollars 
for himself, four dollars for his spouse and eight dollars for each quali- 
fied dependent, but such credit shall not be allowed if the taxable in- 
come of such individual and his spouse exceeds five thousand dollars 
for the year. In addition to the taxes described above, the Act provides 
for new excises upon certain banks; new taxes upon the income of cer- 
tain corporations; new taxes upon cigarettes; a room occupancy ex- 
cise upon rent paid for the use of hotel rooms and other lodging places; 
and excises upon sales of certain alcoholic beverages. 


The Act creates the Local Aid Fund for the purpose of providing 
educational assistance, and authorizes the periodic distribution of amounts 
from such Fund to the cities and towns. In addition, the Act contains 
a variety of provisions relating to the program of State aid to public 
schools, and to its administration.

During the year 1966 public assistance was granted to recipients in 
the Medical Assistance, Old Age Assistance, Disability Assistance, Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children, and General Relief categories. 


There is federal government participation in all of these categories 
with the exception of General Relief. There is state participation in all 
of the categories. 


Federal reimbursements are held in a separate fund and expendi- 
tures from this fund are allowed only by the welfare department. 


State and other reimbursements are in the General Fund of the 
town. 


On September 1, 1966 the new state Medical Assistance Program 
came into effect. It is also called the Medicaid Program under Title XIX. 
This program is designed to furnish medical assistance to persons who 
meet certain basic eligibility requirements regardless of age. Several ap- 
plications have been taken by this office and have been approved. and 
assistance has been granted to those eligible. This new program in- 
corporates the former Medical Assistance to the Aged Program and ts 
generally a more inclusive program.

OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 
YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1966 
RECREATION PROGRAM 
The money appropriated to run the recreational program is one of 
the best investments for the future the town can make. We were 
again fortunate to have Mr. Charles Espanet as our Recreation Director. 


Mr. Espanet had a staff of eight (8) competent assistants who helped to 
insure a successful year. 
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The playground, as in past years, offered many different arts, crafts 
and games. The basketball court, with outdoor lights, was in use most 
every night of the week. Many townspeople enjoyed watching baseball 
being played at the town park five (5) nights a week. | 


A tennis clinic was run this year for the first time with approxi- 
mately 150 children participating. Not only did the children receive in- 
structions in tennis, they were also able to attend tennis matches at 
Longwood. A great deal of thanks must be given to Draper Corpora- 
tion official and Mr. Phil Ozzella, whose generous contributions made 
this program self-sustaining. 


The children from outlying areas were transported to the play- 
ground and pond each morning by school buses. 


The tuition and travel expenses for five (5) children to attend. 
The Area Retarded Children’s Recreational Program in Bellingham was 
supported by this Commission. 


BATHHOUSE 


An increase of 1324 children and adults were registered using the 
facilities of the swimming area during the summer which made a record 
total of 15,024. The town was well represented by a swimming team 
which was in competition with area towns. Swimming tests were 
passed by 151 youngsters. A new water fountain was installed in the 
bathhouse. 


OTHER ITEMS 


A boulder which could have been the cause of accidents at the ski 
hill was removed under the direction of the commission. 


Six Adirondack shacks were built on park land at the Lookout by 
the Hopedale Boy Scouts. The remaining lumber at the Lookout will be 
used to build picnic tables in the area. 


Three new boat landings were constructed at various points around 
the pond which makes it easier for boats to be lowered into the water. 


We also would like to state that because of this fine recreational 
program the destructive acts of personal property by juveniles in the 
town is very small.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


During 1966 most activities were directed to the purchasing of the 
properties (known as DeLuca & Draper) in S. Hopedale as authorized 
by the annual town meeting. Several meetings were held with repre- 
sentatives from the State Conservation Commission and Dept. of Na- 
tional Resources. Total price for both pieces of land was Fifteen Thous- 
and Dollars. After securing the land final application was made for self 
help Funds. This was approved, and a check for seven thousand, five 
hundred dollars has been received and turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


Under supervision of Fire Chief Watson, the buildings on the land 
have been demolished and burned. A number of trees, bushes, etc. 
have been cleared from the tentative playground area. It will be neces- 
sary to have a permanent survey made of the entire property, before 
further steps are taken. 


There was not so much work done in the main park land as had 
been anticipated because over a third of our appropriated funds were 
used for land purchase expenses. Some improvement was made in the 
road leading to the Lookout. Trees were trimmed in the area. 


During the year two members of the Commission who were mov- 
ing out of Hopedale, resigned. The Selectmen appointed Mr. J. Craig 
Huff to replace Mr. Thomas H. West and Mr. Roger W. Robbins, new 
member of the Park Commission replaced Mr. Robert D. Marso and 
was elected Clerk of the Commission. 


Members of the Commission attended two all day State Commission 
Seminars at the Yankee Drummer Inn in Auburn. The Commission has 
joined the Charles River Watershed Assn. and has attended several 
meetings. John Boyer has been elected director of this Assn. for three 


years. 
Note. The Land Survey on the South Hopedale property will be 


necessary if we wish to request matching funds from the State for De- 
velopment. There are no such funds available for Planning. 
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It is anticipated that the Park Dept. will be placing some play- 
ground equipment in the South Hopedale land. Some lighting will be 
required.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the 81st annul report. 


During the year 1966, The Bancroft Memorial Library and _ its 
Branch at South Hopedale have continued to serve the public to the 
best of their ability. The figures show a slight increase in the circula- 
tion for 1966 and read 56,553 as against 54,188 for 1965. 


Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley reports 138 new borrowers in her depart- 
ment and an increase in circulation of about 2,000. Three story hours 
have been held during the year at school vacation periods. A summer 
reading program called “The Bookworm” was held for Grades 4, 5 and 
6. Forty-two children were resistered for this and a total of 449 books 
were read. “Wee Reader’s” certificates were presented to 53 children 
of Grades 1, 2 and 3 stating the number of books read during the sum- 
mer. This group read a total of 852 books. Three hundred and fifty- 
six State certificates were presented in June, 43 large which represent 
20 books read and 313 small for 5 books read. 
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In February, the two Librarians, Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Hattersley, 
gave book reviews for the Ladies’ Aid of the Union Church. They also 
reviewed books for the Afternoon Alliance of the Unitarian Church in 
Nigga ae 


National Library Week was observed during the week of April 17- 
23. ‘Books were on display at the Library and, as this was school vaca- 
tion, the four 4th Grade classes visited the Children’s Room the follow- 
ing week:: 


In' Mav, Mrs. Rae’s morning and afternoon kindergarten classes 
visited the Urnildren’s Room and in November, Miss Betsy brought 
her Ist Grade pupils to the Library. 


Children’s Book Week occurred the first week of November and 
Mrs...Hattersley visited the 4 Fifth and the 3 Sixth Grade classes at 
the Dutcher Street School to display and review some of the new books. 
New adult books were added and were on display at the Library. 


With the help of the Central Regional Area, of which the Library 
is a member, we continue to give better and additional services to the 
public. During the year of 1966, we have issued 30 area cards, bor- 
rowed 115, books on inter-library loan and also procured 85 films for 
several local organizations.

TREE WARDEN’S REPORT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Hopedale, Masachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure that I present to you the following report as 
Tree Warden and Supt. of Insect Pest Control for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1966. 


When I drive around the streets of Hopedale and see the beautiful 
trees and their good condition, it makes me very proud, not only of the 
trees, but to be working for you people who make it possible for me to 
keep them in such good condition. Street trees have a hard time just to 
sutvive when you consider the abuse they receive from the Utilities, the 
hard surfaces covering their root systems, the loss of roots caused by 
road and street building, salt placed on the streets for our safety in the 
winter and many other natural causes. I am pleased to say that you will 
see no unsightly dead trees along our streets for the dead and broken 
limbs are quickly removed for the public safety as well as for their 
unsightly appearance. 
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Also I have been able to replace trees which have had to be re- 
moved because of disease and other causes. In doing this systematically 
the vacant spaces are filled and we are not without our trees for any 
great period of time. I have been replacing them with Rock Maple, 
Norway Maple, Crimson King Maple and Cut-leaf Weeping White 
Birch. These, together with the many other varieties along our streets 
make a very interesting tour indeed. 


Our Elm Trees were given a dormant spray in May for the con- 
trol of the Elm Bark Beetle which is the principal carrier of the Dutch 
Elm Disease. 


During the first week of June, a foliar spray was applied, by 
hydraulic sprayer, to the Elms and other trees in the tree belts. This 
spray also included a foliar fertilizer. 


An aerial spray was applied to the entire populated area of town 
for general insect pest control, including Red Spider, Tent Caterpillar, 
Gypsy Moth, Elm Leaf Beetle and Mites. 


We checked all the streets for Poison Ivy and am happy to say 
that we have pretty well eradicated it along the streets. I still have 
three gallon sprayers and the material which I will gladly give to any- 
one that wants to spray Poison Ivy on his own property. 


It has been, as always, a pleasure to serve the people of Hopedale 
for another year in this capacity, and I hope that everyone will feel 
jeceateany time to call on me if I can be of Service.

VETERANS’ SERVICE DEPARTMENT 
1966 


The following is a report of the Veterans’ Service Department of 
the Town of Hopedale. This report covers the duties of the Veterans’ 
Agent and the Director of Veterans’ Services and what is being done to 
serve the veterans’ and their dependents for the Town of Hopedale. 


It is hoped that you will find the report informative and interesting. 


The Veterans’ Service Department has been able to be of assistance 
to our veterans, their dependents, and the various agencies that may be 
confronted with a veteran’s problem. 


This report will consist of four (4) parts: 

I. Federal laws pertaining to veterans and their dependents. 
II. State laws pertaining to veterans and their dependents. 
Ill. Financial report of the department.

1 HIGHLIGHTS OF FEDERAL LAWS 
Hospitalization and Domiciliary Care: 


The Veterans’ Service Department has the responsibility of obtain- 
ing hospital care at Veterans Administration facilities for veterans with 
service-connected disabilities, and who cannot defray the cost of hospital 
or domiciliary care. We are always striving to have veterans admitted 
to a Veterans Administration hospital in order to defray the cost of 
private hospitals and to alleviate this great financial expense to the 


Town. 
Compensation and Pensions: 


The Compensation and Pension programs provide monthly as- 
sistance to veterans and their dependents. By properly executing a 
claim for a veteran or his dependent, we are again able to save the 
town considerable expense. 


Loans: 
The Veterans Administration provides ways that all veterans may 


obtain loans from various lending agencies for suitable homes. 
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Burial Allowance: 


An allowance of $250.00 is granted towards the burial of all war- 
time veterans. The time spent in service is not a criteria. Markers are 
also furnished with no charge. Flags to drape the casket are also furnish- 
ed to our deceased veterans. 


Educational Benefits: 


PL89-358 approved 3/3/66 — now entitles all veterans who served 
on active duty for more than 180 days, any part of which occurred after 
1/31/55, and who was released under conditions other than dishonorable, 
or who was released from active service after 1/31/55 for a service- 
connected disability —- Veterans eligible for this benefit will be entitled 
to one month for each month of his service on active duty after 1/31/55, 
not to exceed 36 months. 


Insurance: 


We attempt to keep the veteran abreast of the latest in this pro- 
gram, advising him of the various plans available to him. 


Tl. HIGHLIGHTS OF STALE eLAW = 


Veterans’ Benefits: 


This benefit is of the most concern to all because it represents the 
major expenditure in our budget. Under this program, financial assist- 
ance is granted to veterans and their dependents at their time of need. 
In order to qualify, veterans must have entered the service accredited to 
Massachusetts, or have resided in the Commonwealth for three (3) con- 
tinuous years. The monies spent are reimbursed to our Town at the 
rate of 50%. A major change which became effective 12/9/66 now en- 
compasses all ex-servicemen, including World War I, World War II, 
Korean Conflict, and those veterans who have had service since 1/31/55. 


Tax Abatements: 


The Commonwealth has passed legislation to assist certain Veterans, 
widows, and parents to limited tax abatements. In order to be entitled 
Veterans must have a 10% or more service-connected disability, or be the 
holder of the Purple Heart. There are numerous other clauses that may 
enable a person to receive this abatemnt, therefore, it would be advan- 
tageous to check with the Veterans’ Service Department for further in- 
formation. 
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Education: 


Veterans are entitled to educational benefits under Extension 
Courses free of charge.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The year 1966, while normal with respect to school enrollments 
and buildings, marked two important movements which are destined to 
have a far-reaching impact on the education of the youth of Hopedale. 
One was the formal adoption by the School Committee of the “Hope- 
dale Plan of the Homogeneous Grouping of School Pupils,’ and the 
second was the implementation of Chapter 763 of the General Laws of 
1965, better known as the collective bargaining act for municipal em- 
ployees. 


For some time, the grouping of pupils according to measured ability 
and performance has been in general practice. During the past year, 
the school committee members, administrators, and teachers combined 
efforts to refine this plan and to write a description of it which would 
serve somewhat as a blueprint for the future pattern of education in 


the Hopedale Schools. 


The Hopedale Plan, as it now stands, actually involves more than 
the mere grouping of pupils. Other phases of the plan include the 
procedure for moving pupils, who so warrant, upward or downward 
in specific subject areas, general curriculum provisions for meeting dif- 
ferences in pupil needs, a plan for the assignment of teachers to the 
homogeneous groups and for scheduling classes, a definition of the role 
of the school department head, and guidelines for marking pupils. 


Changes will undoubtedly be needed in the plan from time to time. 
Already a system for weighing the pupil marks because of ability 
grouping has been adopted. In general, however, the School Committee 
assumes a measure of satisfaction in the formal adoption of this plan 
of education in its schools. More widespread publicity will undoubtedly 
be forthcoming. In the meantime, copies of the plan are available 
through the superintendent’s office for interested citizens. 
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The impact of the new collective bargaining law passed by the 
legislature has been felt by the School Committee. Since early April 
and continuing up to the time of this report, numerous meetings have 
been held between the bargaining agents of the Hopedale School Com- 
mittee and bargaining agents of the Hopedale Teachers Association. We 
hope that a collective bargaining contract will be signed by the time 
this report is printed. These meetings have resulted in an extraordinary 
amount of time being devoted by the School Committee members to 
collective bargaining problems in addition to the regular business of the 
committee. Citizens should realize that the teachers now are organized 
into a statewide organization called the Massachusetts Teacher’s Associa- 
tion which annually spends thousands of dollars for publicity, lobbying 
activities at the State House to influence legislation and legal counsel 
to aid in collective bargaining negotiations. The net result of all this is 
that all school committees, including yours, have been faced with de- 
mands by teachers for sharply increased salaries and fringe benefits. 


We have no way of knowing where all of this will end, but your 
school committee will continue to try to balance the equities between 
the demands of the school employees for higher salaries and the ability 
of the home owner to meet his tax bill. We trust that in the years 
ahead the townspeople will feel disposed to support the Committee’s 
goal of excellence in our school system within the ability of the citizens 
to pay for the same. 


In the annual report one year ago, the School Committee evaluated 
the status of enrollments, staff, buildings, and curriculum in Hopedale. 
It is perhaps fitting to update or expand this information. 


There were 1069 pupils enrolled in our schools as of October 1, 
1966, a drop of seven from the previous year. There was an increase of 
seven at the high school level and a drop of thirteen at the kinder- 
garten level. Otherwise, there were no marked changes. 


The professional staff consists of sixty full-time persons and five who 
work on a part-time basis. There are also twenty-eight non-teaching em- 
ployees who are responsible for cafeteria, school buses, and attend to 
custodial and secretarial duties. 


The school buildings continue to be excellent to adequate. The high 
school and Memorial School offer a high standard of facilities, while 
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the Park Street building fulfills its need very well. The Dutcher Street 
School, which currently houses grades five and six plus a Special Class, 
and is our oldest building (1898) is adequate for the present. The 
town might well give serious consideration to the acquisition of a proper 
site which would accommodate a more functional type of structure when 
this building no longer meets our needs. 


Our schools offer a curriculum of hard core subjects in the areas of 
English, mathematics, science, social studies and foreign languages which 
are conventional in most school systems. There are also offerings in the 
special areas of art, music, physical education, home economics, driver 
education, business subjects, and industrial arts. French is now being 
taught in the elementary schools, there is a remedial reading program, 
and this year for the first time a speech therapist has been employed on 
a part-time basis. 


Looking at the graduating class of fifty-nine students, it should be 
noted that fifty of these students (8590) have gone on to higher edu- 
cation or into the Armed Forces. 


Citizens of Hopedale may continue to view their schools with a 
large measure of satisfaction, while at the same time feeling assured that 
the combined efforts of the professional staff and the School Committee 
will be utilized toward constant improvement in the town’s educational 
system. Parents of school children are urged to contact proper school 
authorities with regard to any school problems. Cooperation between 
the home and the school is essential if we are to fulfill our respective 
responsibilities to the children of Hopedale.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1966 
Financial Assistance 


The Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District is indebted 
to many organizations, governmental and private, for financial and 
material assistance during the past year. 


In the month of January the Superintendent-Director went to many 
of the government depots from Burlington, N. J. to Stockton, Calif. to 
inspect and select machine tools for the new vocational-technical school. 
As a result of these inspections the Regional School District was able to 
acquire approximately $140,000 worth of equipment free of charge, other 
than the cost of transportation and insurance. 


We also received from the Federal Government a grant of $207,800 
under the provisions of Public Law 88-210 for the construction of the 
new regional school. This coupled with a grant of $55,625 received 
last year makes a total of $263,425 that we have received to date for 
construction purposes. 


A special grant of $51,275 was given by the Federal Government 
under the provisions of the George-Barden Act to be used to pay for the 
salaries of the professional staff. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, through the School Building 
Assistance Commission, made a grant of $50,002 for the construction of 
the new school. Last year we received a grant of $93,925 for preliminary 
planning costs which makes a total of $143,927 that we have received 
from the State to date. 


The State Surplus Property Division has also been of assistance by 
providing many pieces of equipment, numerous small tools, and large 
quantities of metal at a very nominal cost. 


Private corporations such as the Draper Corp. of Hopedale, the Ford 
Motor Co. and the Tektronix Corp. have also made substantial gifts in 
the form of equipment and training materials. 
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Mrs. Joseph W. Zeller of Douglas, the wife of the late Prof. Zeller, 
presented many of the technical books from her husband’s library to the 
library of the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High 
School. 


We wish to take this opportunity to express our appreciation for 
the contributions made by Mrs. Zeller and the above organizations who 
have made it possible to provide better facilities for the youth of the 
region. 


Originally, we had planned to admit 108 boys in the first year but 
we finally enrolled 132 on the opening day of school because we had 
far more qualified applicants than we had expected. Even though we 
accepted about 25% more than we had planned for, we still had scores 
of boys who were qualified but who could not be admitted due to a lack 
of space. 


The operation of the school to date has proceeded very satisfactorily 
in spite of the incomplete facilities. The enthusiasm and cooperation of 
the student body and the staff has been most gratifying. 


We are proud of the fact that the Blackstone Valley Regional Voca- 
tional Technical High School is the fourth school of this type in the 
state of Massachusetts. It is a fine testimonial to the many individuals 
who have worked tirelessly over a long period of time to create a school 
which will become an ever more valuable asset to all the citizens of all 
the towns it serves.
